INTRODUCTION 


Your Lord says: ‘Pray to me, and I will accept your 
prayers 
al-Mu'min 40:60 


Call upon your Lord with humility and in private. 
al-Atraf 7:55 


The above quoted Qur‘anic verses underscore the 
pivoral role of du‘a’ (supplication or petitionary 
prayer) in Islam. Many supplications appear in the 
Qur'an with a view to instructing humanity on 
how to supplicate to God. In Islam, supplications 
occupy the pride of place. The human being as 
God’s servant and being fully dependent on Him 
should turn to Him for everything and by the same 
token express thanks for all char he has. This is 

an integral part of devotional worship in Islam. 
Significantly enough, the opening chapter (swnah) 
of the Qur'an, al-Fatihah, which every Muslim 

is obliged to recite in the five daily compulsory 
prayers represents the spirit and tenor of 
supplication. Take the following verses of this 
surah as illustrative.

Guide us to the straight way, the way of those 
whom You have favoured, not the way of those who 
have meurred Your wrath, nor of those who have 
gone astry. 

(al-Fatihah 1:6-7) 


As the Prophet (may God bless him and grant 
him peace) succinctly put it: The supplication 
represents the essence of worship’, for it marks 
direct communion between God and His servant. 
A striking feature of supplication in Islam is that 
it does nor involve any intermediary. Moreover, it 
is an emotionally and spiritually fulfilling exercise. 
Even when our supplications are not granted, the 
act itself brings immense comfort and solace. For 
it provides us with an opportunity co curn wholly 
and humbly to our Lord. We invoke God from the 
depths of our hearts and in a spirit of coral self 
surrender to Him. 


Making supplications serves as a constant 
reminder of our servitude to God, of our total 
dependence on Him for everything - big or small. 
We become all the more aware of our inadequacies 
and failings, which spur us to strive harder for our 
moral and spiritual development. Our reliance 

on God in every aspect of our lives and our utter 
helplessness are to the fore in this exemplary 
Qur'anic supplication: 


Our Lord! Do not take us to task, if we forget 
or err. Do not place on 1s a burden such as 
You placed on those before us. Our Lord! Do 
not tmpose on us that for which we do not bave 
strength. And pardon us, forgive us, and have 
mercy on us, You are our Lord, so make us 
triumph over the unbelievers 

(al-Bagarah 2:286) 


We are liable to err and to forger Divine guidance. 
What is, however, more important is that we 
should be conscious of this weakness and repent 
as soon as we realize the lapses we have committed. 
Islam does not presuppose that we are infallible 
creatures like the angels, incapable of any wrong, 
but instead teaches us that when we slip, we 
should rurn to the All-Merciful in repentance. 

If, in Islam it is a credal eruth thar the prophets 
and messengers of God are divinely protected 

from intentional wrongdoing, the Qur'an records 
their inadvertent lapses from which they always 
repented and sought God’s forgiveness as an 
example to us, The above supplication thus teaches 
us this fundamental truth about sin and Divine 
forgiveness. We should never ask God ro put us 

to any test for it might prove too hard for us to 
overcome temptation or suffering. 


Another Qur'anic supplication, made by the 
Prophet Abraham (peace and blessings be 


upon him), is worth remembering at all times, For 
it reminds us of our basic religious duty and of our 
ultimate end: 


O my Lord! Make me one who establishes regular 
Prayer, and also raise such among my children, O 
our Lord. And accept my supplication 


our Lorsd! Cover us with Your forgiveness ~ me, 
my parents and all the believers om the Day of 
Reckoning 

(Ibrahim 14:40-41) 


Prayer is che cornerstone of the Islamic faith, 
shown by the emphasis given to it in the Prophet 
Abrahams supplication. Sincerity consists in desir 
ing for others what we like best for ourselves. Ac- 
cordingly, the supplication extends to our children 
as well for they too should be particular about 
offering prayer regularly. It is God Who enables us 
to perform this important religious duty on which 
our success in both worlds depends. Therefore, 
God's forgiveness in this supplication ts especially 
invoked, It is equally important to attain His for- 
giveness and mercy through which our lapses may 
be overlooked. The universality of Islam is evident 
from this supplication. For Divine forgiveness is 
sought for not only for our parents but also for 

all Muslims. This will secure salvation for us on 
the Day of Judgement. Concern for the Hereafter 


should be constantly present in our hearts and 
minds, for it helps us to follow the straight path 
steadily and to shun sin. The Qur'an teaches us: 


And if, you are prompted by a provocation from 
Satan, seek refuge with God, He, and He alone, is 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing 

(Ha’ Mim al-Sajdah 41:36) 


That making supplication is the bulwark of the 
believers is emphasized in the Prophetic tradition, 
We turn to God in both prosperity and adversity 
Icis the best means for us to forge, maintain and 
strengthen our link with our Creator, Sustainer 
and Lord. We constantly stand in need of Him to 
meet our material, emotional and spiritual needs 


Ir should not therefore come as a surprise that the 
Qur'an contains several prayers made fervently 

by the prophers, seeking God’s help to fulfil their 
human needs, such as having a child, seeking 
recovery from sickness or asking for increase in 
knowledge. Some of these prayers are included in 
this anthology. 


Not only did the Prophet Muhammad (may 
God bless him and grant him peace) often make 
supplications to God with the utmost fervour and 
humility, but he also exhorted his Companions to 
do the same. A representative supplication on the 
Prophet's authority is cited below 
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O ny Lord! Keep me firm in my faith. For 
icis my only defence. Grant me good in the 
world in which I earn my bread. Improve my 
prospects in the Next World, to which I have 
to ultimately rerurn, Make my life a blessing 
and my death an escape from evil. 

(Muslim, Bab Fad! al-Tablil wa al-Du'a’) 


Needless to add, this supplication takes into 
account both worlds and seeks the best in both. 
As long as we are alive, we should keep on adding 
good deeds to our credit and seek to have a 

good death such that we do not fall into some 
temptation or evil ac the moment of our inevitable 
demise. Both life and death should thus be 
characterized by good. While the focus is on the 
Next World, the concerns of this life, especially of 
one’s livelihood, are not neglected, Islam represents 
the perfect amalgam of both this and thar world. 
A Muslim is not expected co lead a solitary life, 
neglecting his or her obligations towards one’s 
parents, spouse or children, community or fellow 
human beings at large. Yet a Muslim should not 
be engrossed in worldly pursuits at the expense of 
disregarding the Hereafter. 


Some other equally important concerns find men- 
tion in the following supplication taught by the 
Prophet (may God bless him and grant him peac 


© our Lord! Infuse mutual love into our 
hearts and improve our social relations. 
Guide us to the way of safety and deliver us 
from darkness into light, Protect us against 
all indecency and obscenity, both manifest 
and hidden. Bless our hearing, seeing, hearts, 
children and wives. Accept our repentance 
Surely You are the One Who pardons. You 
are Most Merciful. Enable us to thank You 
for Your favours: make us deserving of them 
and bestow all of them upon us. 

(Kanz alUmmal) 


Cordial social relations are essential for a happy, 
peaceful life for individuals and society at large. 

The above supplication underscores the same in 

invoking God for this blessing. Divine guidance is 

of immense value to us, for it directs us to lead life 

in the best way and ensures our eternal success in 

the Next Life. Taking the cue from Sunth al-Fatibab, 

which presses home the same point of being 

blessed with Divine guidance, God has bestowed 

mental and physical faculties on everyone 

Likewise, everyone enjoys a family life. However 

all these gifts must be used in the light of God's 

guidance. For example, if the faculties of speech, 

hearing and sight are abused, these are worse 

than a curse for us. For their abuse lands us in 

the Hellfire. By the same token, if we deviate from 

the moral code and religious law (Shari‘ab) in our <i] 
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overflowing love for our spouses and children, then 
this too can spell eternal damnation. We should, 
of course, meet their needs and demands with love 
and kindness, However, if we resort to unlawful 
means to meet their needs, then this amounts to 
hurling ourselves into the Hellfire, Accordingly, the 
above supplication teaches us to solicit Divine help 
on this important count. We should make a point 
of thanking God for His numerous favours and 
turn co Him in sincere repentance to obtain His 
forgiveness. So, making supplications serves many: 
purposes and is an integral part of the Islamic 

way of life. 


‘The following norms should be followed while 
presenting prayers before God. One should do 

so in a state of ritual purity, after making ritual 
purification (wudu’). This infuses into us greater 
God-consciousness and washes away our sins if 
wudu’is performed correctly and with the right 
motivation. Likewise, we should face the direction 
of Makkah (the gibleh) when supplicating. Needless 
to say, God is not confined to any particular 
direction. However, the above practice helps the 
supplicant to focus. While supplicating, we should 
raise and cup our hands, as a gesture of seeking 
some favour from God. Conversely, when we 

pray to avert some calamity, we should turn our 
palms face downwards. Each prayer should be 


prefaced and interlaced with words that glorify 
God's greatness, uniqueness and supremacy. It 
should preferably conclude with sending peace and 
blessings upon the Prophet (salawt or durud). The 
supplication or peritionary prayer (du'‘a’) should be 
characterized by the utmost humility, a low tone 
of voice, sincerity of purpose, and sure conviction. 
If these things are not present, then we would do 
berter to supplicate again. Crying while baring our 
souls before our Creator is highly recommended, 
although it is not a condition for sincerity of 
purpose, which can take many forms. We should 
be forthrighc in confessing our lapses and sins 

and fervently request God for forgiveness. Our 
repentance should include giving up completely 
the sin or wrong committed by us, expressing 

our genuine remorse over having committed that 


wrong, and our resolving not to engage in that or 
any other wrong again. Our prayer should nor even 
imply a curse upon anyone. A victim may, however, 
request that God either guides or punishes the 
guilty. While praying for our prosperity, salvation 
or for anything good, we should request that fellow 
Muslims get the same blessings too. We should 
also pray for the salvation and guidance of all 
humani 


While we may offer supplications at any time and 
in any place that is wholesome and clean, some 


Prophetic traditions identify special sites and 
hours for the acceptance of supplications, Some of 
these traditions indicate also what kind of person 
is mote likely to have his or her supplications 
granted. Nonetheless, out of His sheer generosity 
and compassion, God may accept anyone's 
supplication made anywhere as it pleases Him. 


The Prophet (may God bless him and grant 
him peace) is on record having stated that the 
supplicant who shuns major sins, earns a lawful 
income and is pious may receive God’s greater 
attention. Likewise, the supplications of parents 
for their children and vice versa may be more 
readily granted in view of the special bond of love 
and affection between them. Supplications by a 
traveller, by one who is fasting and by one who is 
performing the greater or lesser pilgrimages to 
Makkah (Hajj or ‘Umrah respectively) or struggling 
morally for the cause of God (the greater Jihad) 
may also merit priority, The supplication of any 
wronged or victimised person that justice is served 
to the perpetrator readily reaches God and may get 
an immediate response. 


‘The best way to supplicate to God is in prostration, 
for this underscores our total submission, 

both literal and metaphorical, to Him and our 
earnestness in seeking some favour from Him. 


A supplication is especially auspicious when made 
in the small hours of night, tharis, at Tabajjud time, 
at the time of breaking the fast, on Fridays, on the 
Night of Power (Laylat al-Qadr) during the month 
of fasting in Ramadan, on the day of ‘Arafah at the 
conclusion of the Hajj, at the conclusion of our 
daily prayers, while drinking Zamzam water, inside 
the great mosque in Makkah and ar all the sacred 
sites associated with Hajj. Tradition records these 
and many 


other special times, occasions and places. 


Notwithstanding these special times and places 
which may contribute to the acceptance of 
supplications, our utmost sincerity and devotion 
to God and our conviction that He answers our 
supplications as befits His mercy and wisdom is 
what really counts. He may answer our prayers 
directly, or grant us something better than what 
we have asked for. Even if supplication is not 
granted, we must believe that its rejection was 
either to avert some unforeseen harm that its 
granting may have broughe upon us or that God 
may compensate us in the Next Life rather than 
in this one. How comforting and consoling is 
this truth conveyed to us by the Prophet (may 
God bless him and grant him peace)!
